COLLISION WITH COLLIER; 


NEARLY THOUSAND PERISH 


Empress of Ireland Goes Down in the St. Lawrence River 


Within Ten Minutes After Being Rammed by the Stor- 


stad, 30 Miles From Father Point. 


AN AWFUL TRAGEDY AT SEA 


Canadian Government Steanuhips Go to the Rescue and 


Pick Up Survivors; Many Fatally Hurt in Frantic Effort 
to Leave Doomed Steamship and Survivors Suffer From 
Exposure $ Survivors Tell Harrowing Tale of Experiences

RlMOUSKf, Quebec. Mny 28.—The twin screw Canadian 


Pacific Hne steamer Kmpress of Ireland, carrying 1,437 i>as- 
Ktngcra and crew, sunk in the darkness before dawn today in 
the £t. Lawrence, near here, with a loss of perhaps 1,000 lives. 
Early estimates of the dead varied from H78 to more than 1,100. 
Yhe* vetmeh bound from Quebec to Liverpool with 77 first, 200 
second and 504 third class passengers, was cut wide open by the 
collier Storatad and sank within twenty minutes in 19 fathoms 
of water. 


Of those saved the majority appeared to be members of the 


crew or from the steerage. Many were badly injured and 22 died 
after being picked up. The crash occurred about 2 o'clock this 
morning off Father Point, Quebec, a village brought into prom- 
inence when Doctor Crlppeu, the London murderer, was caught. 


The Collier, bound for Quebec, struck the liner on the port 
side about the middle. She literally tore her way back almost 
to the liner's screws leaving a rent through which the water 
poured in such a deluge that she sank before many of the pas-
